employees who transferred from GPO en masse in 1957 are exempt from 
the Agency age 60 retirement policy, wa can expect some displeasure 
among other membere of the Printing Services Diviston, if we firmly 
and straightforwardly explain thet the group of $7 were azsured certain 
rights and privileges that other employees were not assured, I believe 


we can manage satisfactorily the administration ef this policy. 


announcing the exemption to the group of 57, we also will heve notified 
indirectly other members of tha Printing Services Division that they are 
subject to the Agency age 60 retirement policy. Also, exemption of the 
group of 57 will reduce requests for extansions which could conceivably 
continue from now until 1989 when the youngest member of the group will 


reach aga 60.
